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Revisions Committee Procedure Proposed 


Committee E-5 Standing Committees has proposed 
number modifications the Regulations Governing Stand- 
ing Committees result critical discussion committee 
procedure meeting held the Society’s headquarters 
November 12, subsequently confirmed letter ballot 
vote the entire committee. The recommended modifica- 
tions, with some slight revisions, have received the approval 
the Executive Committee but will not made effective 
pending further consideration its next meeting. number 
the revisions ¢re entirely nominal, having with 
certain matters form and wording committee reports. 
The significant revisions are follows: 


The classification members standing committees into 
producers, consumers and general interests instead producers 
and non-producers present; there being modification, 
however, the present rules the Society respecting the basic 
definition “producer” and the balance between producers 
and non-producers committees. 


The requirement that two-thirds vote shall necessary 
instead majority vote actions standing committees 
meetings and letter ballot the adoption standards and 
revisions thereof and the adoption committee reports. 


The inclusion the regulations certain statements 
policy adopted the Executive Committee affecting patented 
apparatus, materials and processes their relation standards. 


The requirement that committees include their annual 
reports statement essential facts regarding the origin pro- 
posed new specifications proposed modifications existing 
specifications. 


The requirement that committees include their annual 
reports, file with E-1 Methods Testing, 
appropriate data respecting methods test proposed modi- 
fications thereof. 


The requirement that copies minutes standing com- 
mittees regularly sent the Society headquarters for file. 


requirement that committees shall give reasons for 
continuing tentative standards for more than three years without 
revision advancement standard. 


Committee E-5 now preparing draft proposed 
revised Regulations Governing Standing Committees 
embodying the above provisions, which will submitted 
full the membership the Society with the annual 
report the committee. 

The Executive Committee referred back Committee 
E-5 for further consideration two other proposed revisions 
committee procedure: (1) That two-thirds vote the 
entire membership sub-committee responsible for devel- 
opment standards required for the adoption such 
standard prior its adoption the 
parent standing committee; and (2) that all 
tions concerning standards offered annual meeting 
standing committees shall have received the prescribed 
letter ballot approval; and that final approval the Society 
any modification such recommendations offered the 
floor the meeting shall contingent upon subsequent 
approval such modifications letter ballot the com- 
mittee. 

Committee E-5 has further reaffirmed the present policy 
respecting the use the English and metric systems 
A.S.T.M. Standards, set forth the Regulations Gov- 
erning the Form Standards, and has also decided omit 
hereafter the Roman numerals that appear before the sub- 
titles standards.

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A.S.T.M. Research Fund Started 


The Executive Committee its meeting January 
created The A.S.T.M. Research Fund investing $1000 
(approximately the amount the entrance fees received 
1926) such Fund, and further adopted the policy 
investing annually the Fund one-half the entrance 
fees—a yearly addition the Research Fund about $2500. 

its annual reports for the past two years, the Executive 
Committee, calling attention the need increased 
financial support Society activities, has mentioned the 
importance the Society’s work the promotion 
edge materials and the stimulation and coordination 
our research activities under the guidance Committee 
E-9 Correlation Research. While general our 
committees should continue finance specific investiga- 
tions they have the past, securing necessary funds 
directly from the industries that are interested the results 
particular investigations, this important side our work 
will materially strengthened the future there 
available income from the Research Fund that can 
disbursed under suitable auspices further our research 
activities. 

While the start that has been made modest, the Fund 
under the policy that has been adopted will steadily grow, 
and with additions thereto that may expected from various 
sources, will years come factor far-reaching 
importance the development our work. 


Increase Dues for Company and Corporation 
Members Recommended 


The members will doubtless recall the preliminary 
announcement the November the proposal 
advanced special committee appointed the Presi- 
dent, that the increased income the Society needs carry 
its work more effectively—as set forth recent reports the 
Executive Committee—be secured establishing separate 
class membership, comprising probably companies, firms, 
corporations and industrial associations, increased dues. 
This proposal has been critically studied the Finance 
Committee, which the Executive Committee 
meeting January that the proposal approved and that 
the increased dues fixed $30, with change the 
present entrance fees $10 for new members, apply 
companies, firms, corporations, industrial associations and 
commercial testing laboratories, but not Federal, state 
and municipal departments, foreign governments, educa- 
tional institutions, libraries, professional associations, jour- 
nals, nor, course, individual members.

The 
industrial and commercial value the Society’s work 
companies and corporations, both directly and indirectly, 
great justify the greater financial support that 
requested. However, any company that does not wish 
give this increased support the Society’s work may still 
continue its affiliation with the Society transferring its 
membership individual the company.
